CAMPAIGNERS 
are celebrating 
after threatened 
evening bus ser¬ 
vices were saved. 

Cambridgeshire 
County Council has 
announced that the 10 
and 10A Stagecoach 
routes will continue to 
run in the evenings 
linking Burwell, Bott- 
isham and the Swaff- 
hams with Cambridge 
and Newmarket. 

The cuts, due to have 
taken place in January, were 
part of a package of bus 
changes proposed by the 
council to save £300,000 in 
subsidies. 

A direct route between 
Cambridge and Newmarket, 
the number 12, will be cut, 
however. But passengers 
will still be able to use the 
10 and 10A which travel via 
the villages. 

The county council’s 
consultation over eight 
routes brought in more than 
200 responses from the 
public and three petitions 
which formed the basis of 
discussions with the bus 
operators. 

Stagecoach has agreed to 
run the 6.30pm and 7pm 
services on route 10 on a 
non-subsidised basis. 

It will also continue to 
run the Sunday services on 
the route and has revised its 
evening network to include 
the threatened journeys. 

Cllr Hazel Williams, who 
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represents Burwell, said: 
“I’m delighted. I must say 
an enormous ‘thank you’ to 
all the people who sent 
emails, letters and petitions 
as part of the consultation. 
That’s what I think has 
made the difference. 

“It has really been the 
representations by people in 
the villages that has kept 
these services. 

“It made the county 
council realise that cutting 
off 11,000 people from any 
kind of public transport 
was not sensible.” 

But she warned that con¬ 
sultation was continuing on 
the Sunday services which 
are subject of a review in 
July. 

Cllr Matt Bradney, cabinet 
member for growth and 
infrastructure, said: “When 
we started this process I did 
not think we could save the 
number of routes we have. 

“This has been a very 
difficult task to try to 
provide as many routes as 
possible while also making 
the financial savings which 
we have needed to make. 

“This process has been 
helped enormously by the 
feedback we have received 
from the public and the co¬ 
operation we have had from 
the bus companies. I would 
like to personally thank 
them for this.

“The key now is for the public to 
support the services which have had a 
history of low passenger numbers. 
Travelling by bus is far greener and more 
cost efficient than it has ever been and we 
should all give it a try to see how it has 
been improved.” 

Two other routes in the Newmarket 
area, the 46 and 47, linking the villages of 
Ashley and Dullingham with Newmarket 
have been partially saved. 

They will be reduced to one peak time 
bus and an off-peak shopping journey on 
a Tuesday 


PARENTS and children 
staged a march in a 
busy High Street to 
protest against propo¬ 
sed school closures. 

Around 400 people joined 
the rally on Saturday morn¬ 
ing, in Newmarket, which 
was led by youngsters from 
the town’s Paddocks Primary 
School who are fighting plans 
to “merge” their school with 
another. 

The proposal shocked par¬ 
ents when it emerged in 
consultation documents for 
Suffolk County Council’s 
schools reorganisation which 
will also mean the closure of 
the town’s two middle sch¬ 
ools, St Felix and Scaltback. 

The two middle schools 
and several others were also 
represented on the march, 
from The Severals green in 
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Newmarket to the town’s 
Memorial Hall Gardens. 

Paddocks children sang 
their “protest” song Let’s 
Make a Noise which has just 
become available for 
download on iTunes. 

The proposal would involve 
combining Paddocks with the 
town’s Houldsworth Valley 
Primary School - on the 
Houldsworth Valley site. 

Forest Heath District 
Councillor Ruth Allen, a 
parent governor at the 
Paddocks with two children 
there and another child at 
Scaltback, was delighted with 
the support for the march. 

She said: “There was 
fantastic community spirit, 


people have really pulled 
together and we feel the 
march was a great success. 

“We have got very 
successful schools and it 
doesn’t seem to make sense to 
shut them down.” 

Hundreds of people have 
signed a petition on the 10 
Downing Street website 
opposing the closure plans. 

The consultation period for 
the county council’s propo¬ 
sals runs until December 15. 
The council’s cabinet is due 
to vote in February on the 
favoured options. 

Parents, staff and govern¬ 
ors at Newmarket’s Scaltback 
Middle School met county 
council officials this week to 
discuss the school’s future. 

Cllr Geoffrey Jaggard, 
chairman of the school 
governors and leader of the 
district council, said it was 


unlikely that the county 
council would reverse its 
decision to move to a two-tier 
system from the current 
three-tier system. 

But, he said: “There is a lot 
of disappointment about 
Scaltback closing. Its record 
speaks for itself. It had excel¬ 
lent SATs results and in the 
league table is something like 
third in the county. We now 
have to work to make sure 
the reorganisation meets the 
needs of the children.” 

Newmarket Town Council 
has confirmed its opposition 
to the switch and the school 
closures, Forest Heath Dis¬ 
trict Council is to hold a 
special meeting on December 
8 to discuss the school 
reorganisation across the 
district - including Milden¬ 
hall and Brandon.

The auction, held in a 
marquee in front of the 
school site, included an 
official jacket donated by 
Olympic medal winning 
cyclist Ross Edgar which 
sold for £200 and two visits 
to the BBC Radio One 
studios which raised a total 
of £870. 

Godolphin Racing clothing 
donated by top jockey 
Frankie Dettori sold for 
£75. 

The evening was planned 
by the school’s Home and 
School Association before 
the fire and the money 
raised will go towards 
extra-curricula activities. 
Julia Frost, the school’s 
business manager, said:

Sherwen.” 


A COMPANY charged 
with causing pollution 
by puncturing an un¬ 
derground fuel pipeline 
faces a crown court 
trial. 

The incident at the 
Mildenhall US Air 
Force base led to 40,000 
gallons of aviation fuel 
leaking out and threat¬ 
ening water supplies to 
Ely and nearby villages. 

Contractor T Clarke 
(Midlands) Ltd has 
denied causing “poison¬ 
ous, noxious or poll¬ 
uting matter” enter 
underground water 
reserves. 

The case was due to 
have gone ahead at 
Mildenhall Magistrates’ 
Court on Tuesday. 

But District Judge 
David Cooper ruled that 
it was so serious that it 
should be heard at 
Ipswich Crown Court. 


He said that he had 
reached his decision 
after hearing about the 
severity of the leak as 
well as the alleged 
£100,000 cost of clean-up 
operations so far. 

In addition he said 
the “sheer bulk” of the 
evidence also made the 
case more suitable for 
hearing at crown court. 

The court previously 
heard that the leak was 
caused in April 2007 
while the company, 
which has offices in 
South-East London, was 
working at the base. 

The prosecution has 
been brought by the 
Environment Agency. 

A preliminary hear¬ 
ing at the crown court 
has been set for Friday, 
December 12.

CHILDREN from local schools 
learned safety lessons at a Crucial 
Zone event staged at Newmarket fire 
station. 

Pupils from Newmarket’s two 
middle schools, St Felix and 
Scaltback, as well as Burwell Village 
College Primary School, took part in 
the activities.

A MOTHER claimed 
more than £1,000 in 
benefits while she 
was being paid for 
doing two jobs. 

Carole Moorley, of Mill 
Lane, Fordham, started 
working at fish and chip 
shop Handy Plaice Fish 
and newsagents Ley 
Stores, both in Soham, in 
April. 

But the 44-year-old 
failed to tell East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District 
Council she was employ¬ 
ed and continued to claim 
housing and Council Tax 
benefit for five months, 
until August. 

Moorley admitted 
failing to notify a change 
in circumstances while 
claiming benefit when 
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she appeared at Ely 
Magistrates’ Court. 

Before the case came to 
court, the mother of two 
agreed to pay £17 a week 
back to the council, until 
her debt of £1,016 is paid 
off. 

She told the court: “I 
was in employment until 
August last year, which 
went downhill when I 
had a breakdown. 

“I was put on medic¬ 
ation and left my job - I 
felt like I could not con¬ 
tinue with work.” 

When she felt her 
condition had improved, 
she applied for the two 
jobs in Soham. 


She said: “I just rolled 
up and did as many 
hours as I could - I did 
not have a contract and 
was still on my anti¬ 
depressants. 

“I just knew I had to 
earn some money but I 
am so sorry that I did not 
tell the council I was 
working.” 

Janet South, presiding 
magistrate, said: “We 
have taken into account 
your financial circum¬ 
stances and it is obvious 
you are struggling. It is 
to your credit that you 
are paying the money 
back.” 

Moorley was given a 
conditional discharge 
and ordered to pay £100 
costs. 


Tory MPs give farmers a voice 


FARMERS aired their concerns about 
a range of issues to two MPs at a 
regional meeting organised by the 
Conservative Party last Friday. 

The Conservative Business Relations 
meeting, held at the National Farmers 
Union (NFU) regional office in 
Newmarket, was attended by around 30 
farmers as well as Richard Spring, 
West Suffolk MP, and Jim Paice, MP for 
South-East Cambridgeshire and 
shadow agriculture minister. 


Afterwards Mr Spring said: “Rural 
England is the forgotten part of our 
country. Farmers feel marginalised 
and alone.” 

He said the farmers had spoken of 
“significant problems” with forth¬ 
coming government regulations as 
well as rules from Europe. 

“This was an opportunity for us to 
help develop policies ahead of the next 
general election,” he said.

Power line drives 
couple up the pole

A COUPLE are 
being driven “up 
the pole” by delays 
in moving an 
11,000 volt power 
line from their 
garden. 

Richard Smith, 85, 
and his wife Doreen, 82, 
have been waiting for 
four years to have the 
40ft pole supporting the 
electricity cables taken 
out of their garden. 

Electricity company 
EDF has agreed to put 
the power line under¬ 
ground and remove the 
pole. But the couple are 
still waiting to hear 
when the work will be 
done. 

The pole was in the 
garden of the couple’s 
bungalow in Bakehouse 
Hill, Dullingham, when 
they moved in four 
years ago. 

The company agreed 
to remove the pole, the 
first of an overhead 
power line which runs 
across a neighbouring 
field, but other lines in 
the village have been 
put underground in the 
meantime. 

Mr Smith said he had 
contacted EDF several

times to follow up on 
progress, but had not 
been given a date for 
when the work would 
be done. 

“They’re putting in a 
new substation just up 
the road at Stetchworth 
and that will have 
underground cables. 


“I think all they’re 
doing is pulling the 
wool over our eyes. 

“It’s sending us up 
the pole.” 

Parish councillor 
Lesley Bird has tried to 
get answers for the 
couple. 

She said: “I’m just so 


frustrated that nothing 
has happened. It’s a 
joke.” 

A spokeswoman for 
EDF said: “EDF Energy 
Networks has agreed a 
£70,000 programme of 
work to remove four 
spans of overhead 
power lines and associ¬ 
ated equipment inclu¬ 
ding poles, from Dull¬ 
ingham, and replace 
them with under¬ 
ground cables.” 

She said consent was 
needed from four land- 
owners along the route 
of the new under¬ 
ground cables. 

“So far three had 
agreed, and the com¬ 
pany was awaiting con¬ 
sent from the fourth. 

“Since we first visited 
Mr Smith’s property in 
August 2005, we have 
been liaising closely 
with him, the county 
council, and the parish 
council to keep every¬ 
body informed of 
progress and resolve 
this important matter 
as quickly as possible. 

“We would like to 
thank Mr Smith for his 
patience, and would 
like to stress that we 
will be working hard to 
schedule a date for the 
work - which will be 
timed so as to minimise 
disruption to the local 
community” 


Water leak 
hits supply 

HOUSEHOLDS in 
part of Newmarket 
lost their water 
supply early on 
Monday morning 
when a main pipe 
sprung a leak. 
Emergency work 
was carried out by 
Anglian Water 
engineers and 
contractors from 
around 3am at the 
junction of 
Rochfort Avenue 
and Durham Way 
The leak was 
repaired and 
supply restored just 
after 8am. 

One resident, who 
did not want to be 
named, said: “It’s 
ridiculous. It has 
been leaking for 
about two weeks 
and they have left it 
until it got so bad 
that it needed an 
emergency repair 
in the early hours 
of the morning 
which woke us all 
up.” 

An Anglian Water 
spokesman said: 
“This was reported 
to us on November 
1 when it was really 
just a trickle and it 
was scheduled to be 
repaired within 10 
working days. 

“It deteriorated in 
the early hours of 
the morning which 
is fairly unusual. 
But we got there 
straight away and 
everyone was back 
on by 10am.” 

About 100 homes 
were affected.

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Mayor’s role as 
governor ‘noted’ 


A MAYOR’S appoint¬ 
ment as a school 
governor has led to a 
row over whether he 
could represent his 
council. 

Cllr Chris Turner, 
Newmarket’s mayor, was 
invited by the governors 
of the town’s Ditton Lodge 
Primary School to join 
them. 

The move was initially 
agreed by the town 
council’s finance and 
policy committee. 

But a subsequent 
meeting of the full council 
ruled that he could not act 
as a town council 
representative, although 
he could still be a 
governor in his own right. 

Cllr Richard Fletcher 
told the meeting that the 
move had “sinister 
overtones” and could set a 
precedent for future 
involvement with school 
governing bodies.

“Newmarket Town 
Council is not overtly 
political and long may 
that continue,” he said. 

“Schools must be free 
to select their own 
governors without our 
consent. This is a 
misuse of our powers.” 

Cllr Geoffrey Jaggard 
said he did not believe it 
was possible for a town 
council to nominate one 
of its members as a 
school governor. 

Cllr Turner did not 
take part in the dis¬ 
cussion and withdrew 
from the meeting while 
the town council voted 
to simply “note” his 
appointment as a 
governor without any 
requirement for him to 
report back to the 
council. 


But this week Cllr 
Turner said advice from 
the Suffolk Association 
of Local Councils was 
that town or parish 
council links with 
school governing bodies 
was viewed as a positive 
thing. 

“This is not a political 
appointment - unlike 
those made by district 
and county councils 
when they nominate 
school governors,” said 
Cllr Turner, who has 
previously been a 
teacher-governor at two 
schools. 

He said he felt there 
would be no need to 
refer the issue back to 
the council and he 
would be taking up the 
appointment at the 
school where his wife 
previously taught. 

“We should be grate¬ 
ful for any council in¬ 
volvement with local 
schools,” he added. 


‘Unprovoked’ 
attack on man 

A MAN was knocked to the ground and 
kicked in an apparently unprovoked 
attack. 

The victim, in his 40s, was attacked 
as he was about to get into his car 
behind shops in Wellington Street, 
Newmarket.

The second man was of medium 
build and was wearing dark clothing.

FLOWER power is being 
used to stop cars 
parking on grass verges. 

Flower beds are being 
created beside busy Exning 
Road, Newmarket, where 
there has been a campaign to 
stop cars using them as an 
additional parking area. 

The move comes after more 
than a year of talks about 
finding a way to stop motor¬ 
ists from churning up the 
grass. 

Now Forest Heath District 
Council and the Newmarket 
in Bloom committee are 
jointly funding a scheme to 
plant perennial shrubs and 
other plants. 

The first bed has already 
been created between the 
Tannersfield Way junction 
and the Newmarket Motor 
Company garage. 

The cost of the work is 
likely to exceed £500. 

Council horticultural 
contractors S P Landscapes 
will begin planting the shrubs 
as soon as weather conditions 
are suitable. 

Cllr Warwick Hirst, 
chairman of Newmarket in 


Bloom and a district councillor, 
said: “It will make a big differ¬ 
ence to the appearance of 
Exning Road. We have taken 
this action to ensure the verge 
is not used as a car park.” 

He said that if motorists 
continued to park on the verge, 
additional measures, such as 
concrete bollards, would be 
installed. 

The issue has been the 
subject of many debates at 
town and district council meet¬ 


ings. Councillors have 
complained that police have 
not taken consistent action 
against drivers who park on 
the verges. 

Cllr Hirst said: “We gave a 
questionnaire to residents of 
Exning Road, with a stamped 
addressed envelope. 

“We had a response of 66 per 
cent completed questionnaires, 
and of these 82 per cent wanted 
the verges to be planted. 


“This is a pilot scheme to see 
if verges can be improved and 
at the same time deter random 
car parking.

For a non-alcoholic 
version, replace the 
water with tea and 
simmer for two to three 
minutes, and replace 
the wine with red grape 
juice.

100g/4oz light 

muscovado sugar 
2 oranges, zest pared,

2 cinnamon sticks, 
broken in half 
A little freshly grated 
nutmeg 

lx75cl bottle light red 
wine 

1 apple, quartered, 
cored and thickly 
sliced 

Put the sugar, the 
orange zest, juice and 
chunks, cinnamon and 
nutmeg in a pan with 
300ml/half pint water 
and bring to the boil.

(Takes 30-35 minutes, 
plus cooling and 
freezing, serves 4) 

Finely grated zest 1 
clementine and 3 tbsp 
juice 

5tbsp golden rum 
140g/5oz golden caster 
sugar 

85g/3oz mix dried 
cranberries and raisins 
25g/loz cut mixed peel 
2xl50g cartons light 
Greek yoghurt 
1x142ml carton double 
cream 

50g/2oz white 

chocolate, melted and 


piped in star shapes 

Line four 200ml/7fl 
oz moulds with cling 
film and leave an 
overhang. 

Heat the clementine 
juice with the rum and 
sugar until it dissolves. 
Tip in the dried fruit, 
simmer for two 
minutes. Stir in the 
mixed peel and zest and 
leave until cold. 

Beat the yoghurt 
with a spoon until 
smooth. Softly whip the 
cream and fold into the 
yoghurt. Measure off 
four tablespoons of the 
fruit and its syrup, set 
aside (or freeze). Stir 
the rest into the 
yoghurt mixture. 
Spoon into the pudding 
moulds. Cover with the 
cling film, then foil. 
Freeze (for up to a 
month). 

Thaw the puddings 
in the fridge for one 
hour.

XMAS TREES

225g/8oz milk 

chocolate, broken in 
pieces

Coloured sugar balls to 
decorate 



■ TREAT ... orange 
chocolate Christmas trees - 
get the children to help make 
them! 

Using the smallest 
holes on a grater, finely 
grate the zest of the 
orange. 

Put the chocolate 
into a heatproof bowl 
and microwave on High 
(850W) for one minute. 
Holding the bowl with a 
cloth, stir the chocolate. 
Return it to the micro- 
wave on High for 30 
seconds until the 
chocolate is just 
softened. Add the spice 
and orange zest and 
stir to mix. 

Drop several sugar 
balls into eight cubes of 
a flexible tree-shaped

PARTYING,

HANGOVER

you could try avoiding a 
throbbing head 

altogether by sleeping on 
a herbal Hangover Pillow, 
£7.50, after that heavy, 
late-night session. 

The blend of 
Himalayan herbs inhaled 
by users ensures, 
according to makers Wild 
Earth, that nausea and 
headache dissipate and 
you awaken sharp and 
alert by morning. 

CRAMP 

Around 13 million of us 
suffer regular night 
cramps - eight in 10 
people have suffered 
from muscle cramp at 
night - but during the 
party season this number 
increases as we drink 
and dance the night away 

Dr Stillman says: 
“Dehydration and 
unaccustomed exercise 
can both trigger cramp 
particularly in the legs. 
Drinking Indian tonic 
water - which contains 
quinine - can help reduce 
attacks.” 

BAD BREATH 

Don’t blow chances of 
romance at Christmas 
parties because of this 
embarrassing symptom. 
Avoid or minimise it by 
conscientious dental

sure to look after yourself too! 


hygiene: brush, floss and 
use a tongue cleaner. 

ASTHMA 

Hidden asthma triggers 
can ruin festive cheer for 
sufferers. Artificial trees 
and decorations brought 
out of storage harbour 
dust which can set off 
attacks for some. 

Asthma UK suggests 
washing or wiping 
decorations down before 
putting them up and 
shaking artificial trees 
outside to shed dust 
before displaying. 

SORE THROAT 

Tingling or burning in 
the throat is a symptom 
of inflammation of the 
tissues in the larynx, 
pharynx and tonsils. 

Uncomplicated sore 
throats usually last up to 
three days and are viral 
and don’t respond to 
antibiotics. Coughing, 
which is a symptom of 
both infections, can 
aggravate the throat and 
make it feel worse. 

HEADACHE 

All the stress of the 
preparations can provoke 
tension headaches, says 
Dr Stillman. “It’s 
definitely one of the most 
common ailments and 
makes life difficult for 
many people.” 

He recommends over- 
the-counter treatments 
containing paracetamol, 
such as Panadol, which 
he believes is gentler on 
the stomach than other 
pain killers. 

COLD SORES 

Those 30 million UK 
sufferers from this 
troublesome virus, 
herpes simplex know 
that cold winds, flu and 
tiredness can trigger an 
attack of unsightly, 
painful sores on the 
mouth. 

Try to avoid a break¬ 
out by using a lip balm 
containing UV 

protection. 

SORE EYES 

Winter’s cool winds and 
drier air indoors can 
irritate eyes and those 


who wear contact lenses 
are especially vulnerable. 

Heaters and blazing 
fires suck moisture out of 
the air, and Dr John Hill, 
senior eye surgeon, at 
Optimax which 

specialises in laser eye 
surgery, says: “Using eye 
drops a few times a day 
can help ward off 
irritation. Also placing 
humidifiers throughout 
the house may add 
moisture to the air.” 

CHILBLAINS 

Chilblains - itchy red 
swellings usually on the 
toes - are caused by the 
skin’s abnormal reaction 
to cold. Damp, draughty 
conditions, hormone 
imbalance, or dietary 
factors can cause them. 

Don’t scratch them and 
use soothing lotions such 
as witch hazel and 
calamine. If the skin is 
not broken paint them 
with a mixture of friar’s 
balsam and a weak 
solution of iodine, which 
a pharmacist can 
prepare. 

COLD FEET 

Warm tootsies with 
Carnation Silversocks, 
£5.99, made from pure 
silver fibres which act as 
a natural heat 

thermostat. They’re 
particularly 
recommended for those 
with poor circulation.

INDIGESTION 

Large portions and rich 
festive meals can result 
in many suffering 
indigestion. 

Its medical name is 
dyspepsia and it’s a 
collection of symptoms, 
the main one being a 
pain in the chest, often 
called heartburn. Feeling 
bloated or uncomfortably 
full are other symptoms. 

Dr Stillman says: “Rest 
your stomach by not 
eating when you feel like 
this. There are antacid 
remedies to reduce the 
acid in the stomach.” 

TIREDNESS 

Tramping round shops as 
well as broken nights 
tossing and turning and 
worrying about that 
never-ending list of tasks 
can leave you worn out. 

Scientists believe that 
looking up to the point 
between the eyebrows 
slows down brain waves 
and stimulates a gland 
where sleep inducing 
melatonin is produced.

Folk festival favourite 
in city homecoming

Ralph McTell is no stranger 
to Cambridge music lovers, 
he’s played the city’s folk 
festival more than any other 
artist in its history. 

As part of his UK tour, he returns 
to the city on Tuesday for a gig 
being put on by the Cambridge 
Folk Club at the Emmanuel United 
Reformed Church. 

Cambridge was always going to 
be a special date on the tour 
because it holds some very 
poignant memories for him. 

“I first played the Cambridge Folk 
Festival in 1969,” he recalls. 

“I remember it very well, I always 
think of it as one of the landmarks 
in my life. 

“I was very young and it was the 
first time I had played Streets of 
London in front of a big audience. 

I had been playing it around the 
folk clubs and then when I got to 
Cambridge the entire place 
started singing along. I don’t know 
how I got through it, there was a 
big lump in my throat. I couldn’t 
believe so many people knew the 
words to one of my songs. 

Without media support and radio 
play the song had travelled by 
means of the folk process and it

was a very moving experience for 
me. The rest of the weekend is a 
bit of a blur.” 

The young folk singer quickly 
became a household name 
thanks to the song which became 
the tune of choice for every 
busker in the land. 

The simple tune and touching 
lyrics translated perfectly onto 
windswept street corners and 
London Underground platforms 
and became the soundtrack to a 
million moments snatched from 


the daily commuter drudge. 
“Everyone tells me they hear it all 
the time but I have only heard it 
once,” says Ralph. 

“I was walking down Oxford 
Circus tube station and I heard 
someone playing it. I stopped in 
my tracks because I thought he 
might recognise me. I waited, 
walked briskly past, and dropped 
a few bob in his hat. 

“It gives me quite a thrill to think of 
people playing it in all kinds of 
situations. You’d be amazed how 
many rock stars come up to me 
and say, ‘You’ll never guess what 
the first tune I ever learnt was’. I 
always say, ‘No, do tell me,’ but I 
know what’s coming next. 

“I was in Minnesota one time 
back in the 70s and I was in a bar 
after a concert. A guy came up to 
me and said ‘Man, I must owe 
you hundreds of dollars’. He 
wrote me out a cheque for $100 
and handed it to me. ‘I’m a 
busker,’ he said. ‘I play that song 
every day and I’ve recorded it on 
my album’. I said, ‘I don’t want 
your money, just give me an 
album. I’m so pleased it’s helped 
keep a roof over your head’.”

Kia pro_cee’ds with style 



DESIGNED to draw new 
customers to the Kia brand, 
it’s hard to see the pro_cee’d 
failing, writes Andy 
Enright 

It’s well built, aggressively 
priced, handsome and comes with 
probably the industry’s best 
warranty arrangement (seven- 
year/100,000 mile). Yes, there will 
be some who still baulk at the 
badge but for those with a 
modicum of self assurance, the 
pro_cee’d makes a smart choice. 

The third model from the cee’d 
platform after the cee’d five-door 
hatch and the cee’d SW estate, the 
three-door pro_cee’d aims at a 
tougher market sector; those who 
want a family hatch that’s stylish 
as well as practical. With rivals 
like the Vauxhall Astra Sport 
Hatch and the Citroen C4 coupe to 
contend with, it’ll need to bring its 
A-game. 

With the five-door cee’d already 
doing good business, 
transplanting the engines into the 
pro_cee’d has been fairly painless 
and as such, the three-door car 
comes to market with a big choice 
of powerplants. Choose petrol and 
there’s a 104bhp 1.4-litre or a 


124bhp 1.6-litre. This bigger 
engine does need a bit of right 
boot to access all of its available 
performance though, with peak 
power arriving at a rather raucous 
6,200rpm and peak torque of 114 
lb.ft not making itself felt until 
the tacho needle hits 4,200rpm. 
Alternatively, there are gutsier 
diesel engines available, with a 1.6- 
litre CRDi available in either 89 or 
113bhp guises and the 138bhp 2.0- 
litre CRDi version marking the 
top of the range. 

Like its five-door sibling, the 
pro_cee’d is a car designed by 
Europeans for Europeans. Built in 
Slovenia under the auspices of the 
Frankfurt-based Kia Motors 
Europe design team, the pro_cee’d 
features a longer and lower profile 
than the five-door car, resulting in 
an edgy, coupe-like shape. The 
nose is extended by 12mm and the 
overall height dropped by 30mm to 
give a more elegant silhouette, the 
roofline visually extended by a 
subtle rooftop spoiler. A sharply 
raised beltline and a sharp crease 
leading into the rear arches 
disguise the fact that it rides on 
the same chassis as the cee’d and 
features the same windscreen 
angle. Other than that, only the 


bonnet and front wings are 
interchangeable parts. 

The pro_cee’d value proposition 
is easy to get a handle on. It’s 
priced at the same level as the five- 
door cee’d but in return for 
forgoing a pair of doors, Kia 
throw in some extra equipment. 
Trim levels run through pro_cee’d 
2, pro_cee’d 3 and pro_cee’d Sport. 

The uphill battle the pro-cee’d 
faces comes courtesy of its badge. 
Those in the market for a three- 


door sports hatch will have very 
clear ideas about style and image 
and many will still feel the Kia 
badge remains a drag on their 
street cred. If you’re a little less 
concerned about the opinions of 
the ill-informed, the Kia pro_cee’d 
makes a whole stack of good sense 
with the best buy looking top be 
the 1.6-litre petrol pro_cee’d 2. 
Whichever model you opt for, 
you’ll have landed a screaming 
deal.

Euro-NCAP gets on safety 


EURO-NCAP has 
revealed details 
about car safety 
standards in the 
future - and says 
that without ESC 
(electronic stability 
control), the 

achievement of five 
stars will no longer 
be possible. 

With the 

implementation of the 
new rating scheduled for 
2009, vehicles tested by 
Euro-NCAP from this 
date will undergo a much 
tougher and more 
comprehensive 
assessment. 

Euro-NCAP’s new 
scheme will see the 


introduction of a new 5- 
star single overall vehicle 
safety rating replacing 
the current star ratings 
in use since 1997. This 
new star rating, Euro- 
NCAP believes, will 
provide the simplest and 
clearest advice to the 
consumer about the 
overall safety 

performance of his or her 
chosen vehicle. 

The overall rating will 
be composed from scores 
achieved in four areas of 
assessment: Adult 

Occupant, Child 

Occupant, Pedestrian 
Protection and a new 
area, Safety Assist. 

Safety Assist will allow 
Euro-NCAP to consider 
driver assistance systems 


and active safety 
technologies, which play 
an increasingly important 
role in accident avoidance 
and injury mitigation. 
The new scheme provides 
Euro-NCAP with the 
means to actively drive 
safety forwards in critical 
areas, maximizing the 
potential impact on road 
casualty reduction on 
European roads. 

Under the new scoring 
system, vehicles will need 
to do well in each area of 
assessment to achieve a 
good overall result. In 
particular, it will be 
impossible for a 
carmaker to achieve five 
stars in the tested vehicle 
without the standard 
fitment of electronic 


stability control (ESC) in 
the majority of variants 
sold. 

Statistics reveal that 
ESC plays such a major 
role in reducing deaths 
on our roads, Euro NCAP 
believes no car should be 
able to achieve five stars 
without it. First results 
for vehicles tested under 
the new rating system 
will be released in 
February 2009. From this 
date, consumers should 
look out for the new 
overall Euro-NCAP star 
rating for their vehicle.

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Fortune tribute to ‘probably the best colt I have ridden’ 


JIMMY Fortune has paid tribute to 
his old ally Raven’s Pass and 
believes the Breeders’ Cup Classic 
winner had little more he needed to 
achieve in his career. 

The Irish jockey missed the big race 
at Santa Anita but partnered the 
chestnut for 10 of his 12 career 
starts, including the victory in the 
Queen Elizabeth II Stakes and the 
agonising defeats to 
Henrythenavigator in the Sussex 
and the St James’s Palace Stakes. 
Raven’s Pass was officially retired 
last week and will stand at his 
owner Sheikh Mohammed’s 


Kildangan Stud in Ireland next year. 
“I had some great days on him, and 
he did nothing but improve from his 
first start,” said Fortune. 

"Things didn’t go right in the 
Guineas (he was fourth, his worst 
finish) and to be fair to 
Henrythenavigator, he sluiced up at 
Royal Ascot. 

“He used to be very keen but I felt 
John Gosden did an absolutely 
fantastic job on him to get him 
starting to enjoy his racing. If he had 
been with a lesser trainer, I don't 
think he would have achieved what 
he did, as John Gosden is so good 


with young horses. By the Sussex 
Stakes I felt we could beat 
Henrythenavigator. We didn’t quite, 
but he kept progressing for the 
Queen Elizabeth II Stakes and then 
to the Breeders’ Cup. 

“I still don't think we had seen the 
best of him but (in terms of his value) 
it wouldn’t really matter what he did 
as a four-year-old - he could have 
won six Group Ones - and you have 
to respect the owner’s decision. 
“He's the most beautiful stamp of a 
horse, always sound, and I am sure 
he will make a great stallion. I’d say 
he’s probably the best colt I have 


ridden.” Raven’s Pass won the 
Solario Stakes as a two-year-old in 
the colours of Stonerside Stables 
and went on to be third in the 
Dewhurst at Newmarket. 

Both he and Stonerside itself were 
bought by Sheikh Mohammed this 
year and he carried the silks of the 
Sheikh’s wife, Princess Haya Of 
Jordan to Group and Grade One 
success. 

He won six races from 12 starts and 
won almost £2million. 

■ Connections of Melbourne Cup 
second Bauer are keen to have 
another crack at the Flemington 


feature next year. Luca Cumani’s 
runner was beaten just a nose by 
Viewed in a thrilling finish to the 
two-mile feature and Bauer’s 
Australian connections are targeting 
the Caulfield and Melbourne Cups 
with the five-year-old next year, 
deciding their chances of 
succeeding would be greater if the 
horse remained in Cumani’s care in 
Newmarket.
